From the young violinist 
to the Deen of Trinity United Methodist Church Choir for more than forty years, Mr. Gibbs 
pushed, encouraged, shoved, nurtured, coerced, cajoled, and at times intimidated people — 
young and old — to perform for him where only the finest was expected and accepted. 

What contributions did he make at Powell Valley High School? He was the first guidance 
counselor in Wise County. He wrote the words to the Alma Maters for both Big Stone on High 
School and Powell Valley High School. He was instrumental in building the student art gallery 
in the halls at Powell Valley High School and actively promoted the project every year 
thereafter. He directed glee clubs at Big Stone Gap High School and at Powell Valley High 
School until 1973. He created a tradition for choral music, laying a foundation for the present 
and future choral programs. The very structure of the building was arranged to accommodate 
the fine arts program which he was instrumental in establishing. He helped to create traditions 
which gave the new school an individuality and a new life. 

We will miss him, but in a very real sense he exists in the lives of thousands of people who san 
for him, swam for him, WorEEd With him, learned with him, agreed with him, of differed wit 
him. Because of Jack Gibbs, our hearts are alive with the sound of music, and we are blessed. . .
